2. ATTENDANCE AT MEETING SURPRISINGLY LARGE. TALKS 

AT UNEP OZONE LAYER MEETING BETWEEN SOME US AND FRENCH 
PARTICIPANTS TELEGRAPHED POSSIBILITY OF THIS, BUT 
BRITISH EXPECTED ONLY 25 OR SO PARTICIPANTS IN ACCORD 
WITH PRIOR US-BRITISH-FRENCH DISCUSSIONS. ABOUT 90 
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PARTICIPANTS INVITED UNILATERALLY BY FRANCE FROM 
FOLLOWING COUNTRIES: BELGIUM, FRANCE, GREECE, 

WEST GERMANY, USA, SPAIN, IRAN, SWITZERLAND, UK, 

PORTUGAL, NORWAY AND INDONESIA. 

3. BRITISH (REED, CLARKE) EXPRESSED OPEN DISMAY AT 
SIZE AND WIDE SCOPE OF SEMINAR. APPARENT REASON 
FOR THIS IS FEAR OF APPEARING TO BE LEAST CONTRIBUTOR 
OF THREE COUNTRIES IN FIRST YEAR OF TRIPARTITE AGREE- 
MENT. FRENCH OBVIOUSLY PLEASED WITH ATTENDANCE AT 
SEMINAR AND ACTIVE PARTICIPATION BY MANY IN SPIRITED 
TECHNICAL DISCUSSIONS. 

4. TRANSCRIPT TO BE SUPPLIED (PARA 1 ABOVE) AND 
SUMMARIES OF TALKS TO BE INCLUDED IN COMMON REPORT 
AS APPENDIX 5 (PARA 5 BELOW) OBVIATE NEED FOR DETAILED 
RECOUNTING OF ALL PAPERS. NOTEWORTHY POINTS ARE AS 
FOLLOWS: EFFORTS OF FRENCH ALONG LINES OF SYSTEMS 
STUDY OF OZONE MONITORING NETWORK AS CALLED FOR 
ARTICLE 2, SECTION 3, TRIPARTITE AGREEMENT AND 
REFLECTED IN PAPER GIVEN BY DER MEGREDITCHIAN ARE 
SINCERE BUT OF QUESTIONABLE TECHNICAL WORTH BEING TOO 
DIRECTED AT MATHEMATICAL STATISTICS WITH LITTLE OR NO 
INSIGHT INTO REAL PROBLEM. PAPER BY BOULANGER REFLECTS 
GOOD AND WELCOME ATTEMPT BY FRENCH TO ENTER INTO FULLY 
INTERACTIVE THREE-DIMENSIONAL, QUASI-GEOSTROPHIC 
MODELING. THIS INITIAL EFFORT NEARLY IDENTICAL TO 

WORK INITIATED SEVERAL YEARS AGO BY MIT GROUP IN US.

BUV DATA TO DOBSON OZONE DATA IN WINTER 1970-1971 
PROVOKED LONG DISCUSSION CLEARLY REFLECTING DANGER OF 
ASSUMING WMO WORLD OZONE DATA IS SUITABLE FOR USE IN 
SUCH ANALYSIS. DISCUSSIONS OF US PARTICIPANTS WITH 
BOJKOV, DUTSCH, WALSHAW AND ACKERMAN CONFIRM THAT MUCH 
OF THIS DATA NOT USEFUL TO PROVIDE TOTAL OZONE AMOUNTS 
ESPECIALLY AT HIGH LATITUDES. NEED THUS CLEARLY 
IDENTIFIED FOR EFFORT TO SEPARATE OUT UNRELIABLE DATA 
BEFORE FURTHER US WORK ON ANALYZING GLOBAL BASELINE 
AND TRENDS. PROFESSOR NICOLET DESCRIBED NEW RESULT 
OF HIS WORK WITH PENN STATE UNIVERSITY THAT SHOWS 
N20 ADSORBED ON SILICA SURFACE PHOTOLYZED BY 
300-400 NANOMETER SUNLIGHT IS PHOTOLYZED WITH RELA- 
TIVELY HIGH QUANTUM YIELD SO THAT THIS MECHANISM 
ALLEGED TO PROVIDE POSSIBLY SIGNIFICANT TROPOSPHERIC 
SINK. HOWEVER, EXPERIMENT DESCRIBED PERFORMED IN 
CAREFULLY DRIED VESSEL AND DID NOT ATTEMPT TO INVESTI- 
GATE POSSIBLY MAJOR EFFORTS OF WATER ON SILICA SURFACE 
SO THAT PRACTICAL SIGNIFICANCE OF EFFECT IN REAL 
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WORLD REMAINS UNCLEAR.

OF TRIPARTITE AGREEMENT BY (INSERT NAMES 

OF PARTICIPANTS IN LONDON MEETING) AT A MEETING HELD 
IN LONDON ON JUNE 8-9. 1977. THIS CLARIFIES THAT 
REPORT IS RESPONSIVE TO INTENT OF ARTICLE 9 OF AGREE- 
MENT BUT DOES NOT REQUIRE FORMAL APPROVAL OF ENTIRE 
TEXT (ESTIMATED 100-125 PAGES) BY INDIVIDUAL 
GOVERNMENTS, WHICH IS FELT BY REPRESENTATIVES OF ALL 
THREE COUNTRIES TO BE UNDULY BUREAUCRATIC AND COMPLI- 
CATED IF REPORT TO BE COMPLETED IN ANY REASONABLE 
AMOUNT OF TIME. 

7. INFORMAL DISCUSSIONS BETWEEN SCHIFFER (NASA/OA) 

AND VILLEVIEILLE (EERM) AS WELL AS DESIRES FOR FUTURE 
WORK STATED IN DISCUSSIONS ON TRIPARTITE REPORT INDI- 
CATE EXTREME INTEREST OF FRENCH IN RECEIVING APPROVAL 
FOR DIRECT READOUT OF NIMBUS G DATA. THESE OVERTURES 
RECEIVED CAUTIOUSLY BY US PARTICIPANTS WITH REPLY THAT 
ANY FURTHER DISCUSSIONS ABOUT THIS SUBJECT SHOULD BE
